Mr. Thomas Munroe, a veteran of the 
Civil War, celebrated his seventy-sev- 
enth birthday on February 14th at the 
homo of his daughter, Mrs. Frazier 
Purse, on Elm wood ave.

Munroe formerly resided with another 
daughter, Mrs. William H. Cohic, of 
Morion avenue.

We would like to keep the matter 
fresh in your mind — that a new series 
of stock will be opened in the Xarbcrth 
Building and Loan Association on 
March (ith next. The Board of Direct- 
ors will be al the Council Chamber, 
Thursday evening, March (ith, from 1 
until !) to receive subscriptions. This 
new series will be the twenty-seventh 
one of the Association, and should be 
the largest ever issued. 

One of the readers of Our Town said 
the other day that his home had both :\ 
first and second mortgage and he \\x\f\ 
been paying interest on these mortgages 
for seven or eight years, but never seem- 
ed to get what he considered, enough 
money to make a payment on the prin- 
cipal, that while the mortgages were 
not large, he hesitated to ask the owner 
of them to receive small sums on ac- 
count at the interest periods, and conse- 
quently he was still waiting until he 
had an amount large enough so that he 
would not be ashamed to offer it on the 
principal. He has now decided that the 
only way he will ever get these mort- 
gages paid off will be to put them both 
in the Xarberth Building and Loan 
Association, so that he will have to pay 
a certain sum each month, which will 
cover a part payment on both interest 
and principal so that at the end of 
eleven and a half years he will own his 
home clear. He has waited eight years 
to come to that docision, and he now 
wonders if lie vouldn 't be better off 
to-day if he had started the Building 
and Loan plan eight years ago when he 
purchased his home, as he said the 
money he will pay each month will not 
seem the burden that the interest pay- 
ments were, coming in a lump sum every 
six months.

WHAT A STATE EXPERT SAYS OF 
NARBERTH SCHOOL LUNCH. 

(Taken from the Doylestown Intelli- 
gencer.) 



It i: i.Jil be of interest to hear what 
an expert, told me about the hot school 
lunches talked of for the local schools, 
an idea already adopted' in some schools 
of the county. 

"I've seen the plan worked out," I 
was told, "and one of the most recent 
successes I've had the pleasure of wit- 
nessing is at Narbcrth. 

"There the plan, although the schools 
in this case pay a woman a salary to 
take charge, has proved self-sustaining. 
That is interesting, of course, to folks 
who fear tho plan is likely to affect the 
tax rate. And as 1 watched the children 
at the lunch hour there was not a thing 
that I could criticise, although close to 
two hundred children availed them- 
selves of the service of the lunch coun- 
ter. They were unconsciously getting 
training in discipline. They were or- 
derly. They were furthermore, getting 
practical business training and experi- 
ence in exercising their judgment. They 
were being trained in the selection of 
foods from a dietetic standpoint, and in 
addition lo all this there was the socia- 
bility it, created through meeting in a 
common dining room under proper con- 
ditions. 

"When 1 say they were getting train- 
ing in the selection of proper foods 1 
mean that they were allowed to exer- 
cise their own judgment after proper 
training. Their selection was super- 
vised so that the little folks, especially, 
would not eat unwisely; but it was all 
done tactfully."
